The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant process for the 
preparation of : 

cis-4-[(4-chlorophenyl)sulphonyl]-4-(2,5-difluorophenyl)cyclohexanepropanoic acid (formula 
(1)) by preferential crystallization in acidic medium in the presence of 4-chlorobenzenethiol of 
the cis-isomer of 4-[(4-chlorophenyl)thio]-4(2,5-difluorophenyl)cyclohexanepropanoic acid 
(formula 2) with trans-isomer of formula (3); and subsequently oxidized to the sulphone and 
neutralized to the alkali metal salt. 

The closest art, US6984663 (equivalent to US 20030114496 in IDS) teaches a multi-step 
process of sulphone version of formula (1). The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the 
compounds of claims 13-15.
